The expen- 
ses of the research are met partly by 
the industries concerned and partly by 
state funds, Co-operative work of 
this kind has not, however, discour- 
aged private enterprise in research.

Sir Robert Hadfield, for ex- 
ample, has deposited $200 with the 
institution of Mechanical Engineers 
to be awarded-as a prize for a new 
and accurate method of measuring the 
hardness of metals. Present methods 
are not very satisfactory, especially 
with hard metals.

“During the past twelve months,” 
continued Mr. Black, “the board has 
save settlers in the province of 
Manitoba alone, a total of approxi- 
mately $200,000 by securing proper- 
ties for much less than that that’ the 
settlers had agreed to pay.”

Antelope Travels 
. “A Mile~A Minute 


Speedometer Made Record When Mo- 
tor Ran Parallel With 
Herd] 

A herd of antelope in the Gobi des- 
ert, a motor car overtaking the “yel- 
low cloud against a hill,” as the herd 
looked in the distance and a speed- 
ometer in the motor car, provided an 
interesting episode in the rec@nt ex- 
pedition of the American Museum of 
Natural History, and secured an ac- 
curate idea of the actual speed at 
which an antelope travels when it 
goes in a hurry. As Mr, Roy Chap- 
man Andrews, head of the expedition 
has told of the experiment in the 
New York Sun, the speed of an an- 
telope reaches 60 miles an hour for 
about two hours and then slows down 
to forty or fifty, although how long 
the lower pace can be kept up the 
experiment did not try to determine. 
Literally, one might, say, the motor 
‘car allowed itself to be paced by the 
antelopes, the result being practically 
the same as if the Speedometer des- 
igned to record the speed of an an- 
telope and properly attached to one 
of the herd; and the experiment was 

ade possible by the habit of ante- 
lopes to /try to circle any creature 
that pursues, them, Instead of turn- 
ing and running aWay from the auto- 
mobile, therefore, the antelopes tried 
to circle it and fora long distance the 
caf and the herd ran parallel and the 
speedometer made its record. Such 
in terms of human measurement, is 
the speed which serves to protect the 
antelope from his desert enemy, the 
wolf; and the automobile one day 
timed a single antelope in a 20-minute 
run at the average rate of 40-miles 
an hour, when the antelope, seem- 
ingly deciding that the car not so 
very dangerous after all, sat down in 
the sand and allowed the ear to ap- 
proach it. But although the creature 
had just run something over 13 miles, 
it was not at all winded.

Mange Menace Warning Given By 
W. F. Stevens 
The stockmen of this province have 
come to the conclusion that it is in 
their own interests to clean up all the 
herds in the mange infected territory. 


They have so declared at meetings | 


held during the past year; and the 
federal department of agriculture in 
their anxiety to get rid of mange, have 
taken advantage of this assurance of 
assistance and have arranged for the 
passing of a compulsory mange dip- 
ping order. This order provides that 
every owner of cattle inside the mange 
infected teritory must be prepared to | 
commence dipping his eattle on June | 
24, next, or they will be dipped for 
him by the federal department of ag- 
riculture, and the expense in connec- 
tion with the gathering and treatment | 
collected from him. The action has 
been decided upon, as being the only | 
rational methods to get rid of mange, 
and it has already been endorsed by 
the livestock organizations in this pro 
vince. All intelligent stockmen know 
only too well that this disease has ser- 
iously interfered with the cattle bus 
for many years. They also 
know that mangy cattle are restless 
and that they do not fatten as well 
as healthy animals. 

The climate in this country is uncer- 
tain and severe winters are experien 
ced when least expected. In order 
to withstand these climatic changes to 
the best possible advantage it is ess

It is necessary and essential to ga- 
ther and dip every hoof in the area, 
and this cannot be successfull acconi- 
plished unless every cattle ewner ap- 
preciates his own responsibility in the 
matter. Now is the timé to get rea- 
dy and make arrangements for the 
place and date for dipping your.cat- 
tle. Consult the veterinary inspector 
in charge of your district at once, and 
if you ‘can’t locate hith, write to Dr. 
J.: C. Hargrave, Medicine Hat, who 
will give your case prompt attention. 
Don’t stop when you have made arr- 
Angements for the dipping of your 
own cattle, but look your-neighbors.ap 
and induc them to take similar ac. 
tion. Remember all cattle must ‘be 
dipped twice, and that’ they must be 
put through the second dip jn not 
less than ten, nor more than fifteen 
days after the first dip. This is im- 
portant for the following reasons; the 
dip if properly prepared and if main- 
tained at a suitable temperature will 
kill the mange parasites, but it will 
not destroy the eggs. Each affected 
animal _will therefore, after passing 
through the. first dip, -harbor thous- 


ands of eggs, which under ordinary 


conditions will hatch out in about 
a week. The newly hatched para- 
sites will then commence to lay eggs, 
From these facts it is apparent. that 
in order to get rid of the disease, it 
is essential to dip the cattle a second 
time during the period after the egga 
have been hatched and before the par- 
asites mature, and commence to lay. 
ees. This fact should be bornéin 
mind by all cattle owners who’ should 
take special care:to bring their anim- 
als to the second dip in not Jess than 
ten days nor more than fifteen days. 
Unless this is done4he dipping will 
not get rid of mange as some animals 
wowld still harbor eggs, which would 
hatch out and petpetuate the disease, 
In view of the inestimable benefit to 
be derived: by all. stockmen through 
the eradication of this disease, cattle 
owners can well afford to let all their 
other business drop on June 24 and 


ting all cattle in their respective dist- 
ricts. satisfacterily dipped. 

If this concerted action is taken, 
there is no doubt that the dipping will 
be well done, and in such an event 
the department would be in 8 position 
to remove the blanket quarantine.

Those who. inclite to the view that 

our Browth has been too slow, and 

who point to the difficulty of obtain- 

ing immigration, and even of retain- 

ing native born Canadians at home, 

resulting in a pres¢nt popilation of 

but little more than cight miflions of 

people, should not overlook the fac 

that geographically this country is 


so located and divided that it did not 
lend itself to great growth in -popu- 
lation in the earlier years. Great 
natural barriers had to be overcome, 
and enormous expenditures made in 


order to lay the foundations upon 
which to rear a nation. Much of this 
work has now been accomplished, and 
the next fifty years should record 
developments which will place this 
country in the front rank of the 
world’s great comtmonwealths. 


Even. as recently as fifteen years 
ago, the great Provinces of Saskatch- 
ewan and Alberta, with their present 
population of approximately 1,500,000

Credit for Manitoba Farmers 


Total Loans to Date Amoynt to 
$840,000 on Short Terms 


Eight new rural credit societies 


opcrating under provincial laws, pro- 
viding machinery by which the far- 
mers may co-operate for the purpose 
of securing money at a comparatively 


low rate of interest for purposes of 
making improvements on their farms, 
is the record for June so far. This 
brings into opcrations"in Manitoba 66 
of these socicties, and of this num- 
ber 53.are actually loaning money. 
The total loans to date under the 
Rural Credits act amount to $840,000 
on short terms. Membership in the 
societies is limited to 100, but in sev- 
eral instances this number has been 
exeeeded and in the Duck Mountain 
district and at Swan River additional 
societies had to be formed. They 
provide loans to farmers at rates low- 
er than thoge obtainable at the chart- 
ered banks.

1. The champions (vv. 4-37), (1) 
Goliath of the Phillistines (vv. 4-11). 
‘Note his characteristics; (a) He was 
a giant (v. 4)“ Satil made no attempt 
to meet this giant. Even Jonathan, 
who fad distinguished himself at 
Michmash (1, Sam..14), seems to-have 
lacked in courage. (b) He was filled 
with cohceit, His size, his panoply of 
war and. his strength caused -him ‘to 
believe that no evil could befall him. 
(c) H€ was boastful. Likely his tep- 
utation reminded them of a former 
experience when Samson, Israel’s 
giant, wrought such great mischief 
among them, (# He was défiant. 
openly defied the army of Israel — 
the people of the Most High (e) 
He was scornful. He treated the 
Israelites with the utmost contempt. 

(2) David the Israclite“(vv. 13-27}. 
In the ‘providence of God, David was 
‘sent tothe camp at a time to hear’the 
boasting of this proud and contemp- 
tible Phillistine. His three: eldest 
brothers were in the army and his 
father sent him with some provisions 
for them as well as for. the captain. 
While talking with his brothers Goli- 
ath made his appearance. The sight 
of Israel’s cowardice and lack. of 
zeal for-God prompted David to offer 
his service. He was not a blind en- 
thusiast who disregarded the use of 
means, but was careful to use means, 
and most particular as to what they 
should be. He put aside the untried 
armor of Saul, knowing that God’s 
will for him was to use by faith that 
which he had thought insignificant. 

2. The Battle ((vv. 38-48). When 
Goliath beheld David: coming up 
against him he cursed him by his gods 
Dagoy, Baal and Astarte, Showing 
that it was not merely a battle. be- 
tween David and Goliath, but between 
the true God and false gods. David 
hastened’ to mect Goliath. ~A stone 
from his sling smote Goliath and he 
fell to the earth upon his face. Dav- 
id went forth in the name of the Lord 
of Hosts that all the earth might 
know that, there was a God in Israel. 

3. The victory (vv. 49-58). Goliath 
was killed and thé Philistine army 
routed. This victory is a prophecy of 
a greater one when the devil, the de- 
fiant enemy of God, shall be broken 
and his army: put to flight.

1, Saul was jealous of David (vv. 
1-9). David went into battle with 
Goliath out of zeal for God and true 
religion, not for personal glory; but 
it turned out as always, that because 
he made God first, God honored him. 
“Him that honoreth me, I will honor.” 
Upon David’s return from the pur- 
suit of the Philistines he was met by 
a triumphal chojus.of women from all 
the cities of Israel, shouting praises 
unto him for his victory over their 
enemies.

Ottawa.—Hon. Pierre Blondin’s*bill 
amending the Postal act was carried 
in the senate without amendments, 

In committee on the amendments 
to the Postal act, Senator Proudfoot, 
urged that the parcel post rates be 
increased, but the newspaper postal 
rates remain as they are. He claim- 
ed the parcel postal service was cost- 
ing the country millions and was be- 
nefitting the mail order houses at the 
expense of the country merchant. It 
was also demoralizing the mail ser- 
vice and was drawing the wealth of 
the country to the large citites. The 
proposed measures would tax news- 
papets for the benefit of the mail 
order houses. Parcel post rates 
should at least equal express rates. 

“Hon, Pierre Blondin, replied that 
the parcel post system more t 
i paid its way and the newspaper post- 


age rate caused a loss of over five

million dollars annually, The parcel 
post system had been introduced to 
reduce .the cost of living. To protect 
local merchants the zone system was 
established. The immense deficit in 
the post office department was due 
to the rural mail routes. They were 
now being conducted at a large loss 
and no new routes were being or- 
ganized. This loss was due to the 
immense inctease in the cost of rural 
mail carriers’ wages which were three 
and four times what they formerly 
had been. 

Senator Turiff stated that many of 
the routes had been established with- 
out justification and also changed 
conditions brought about by the auto- 
mobile did away with much of the 
value of tie rural mail delivery. 

Senator Proudfoot. also protested 
against the abolition of franking pri- 
vileges for provincial legislators, but 
the postmaster general refused to 
continue these, claiming they am- 
ounted to an immense sum, and there 
was no reason why the federal gov- 
ernment should shoulder the*expense 
of provincial administrations. The 
bill passed through committee and re- 
ceived its third reading.
